My  dear  Sir:- 

I  feel  deeply  mortified  that  an  answer  has 
not  long  since  been  made  to  your  kind  letter  of  the 
13th  ultimo,  in  which  you  are  so  good  as  to  invite  me  to 
deliver  three  or  four  lectures  at  the  University  of  Toron¬ 
to  at  some  time  during  the  ensuing  academic  year,  prob¬ 
able  between  January  and  the  end  of  March,  1914,  I  never 
had  an  invitation  that  appealed  to  me  more  strongly.  I 
have  always  felt  a  deep  interest  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
and  this  interest  was  much  intensified  by  two  visits  which 
I  paid  to  the  Maritime  Provinces  some  years  ago.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  it  is  not  at  all  probable  that  I  should  be  able 
to  be  in  Toronto  at  the  time  which  you  particularly  in¬ 
dicate;  ner  does  it  seem  to  be  possible,  even  if  I  could 
make  the  journey,  that  I  should  have  an  opportunity  within 
the  next  six  months  to  prepare  anything  that  would  be 

worth  delivering.  My  duties  here  are  now  and  are  for  the

next  six  months  likely  to  he  exceedingly  engrossing,  so 
much  so  that  I  should  not  he  justified  in  making  any  en¬ 
gagement  which  would  necessarily  imply  some  detachment  at 
times  from  the  strict  discharge  of  my  official  functions. 
You  have  doubtless  observed  how  many  important  questions 
are  pressing  upon  us  at  the  present  t ime ) and  this  condition 
of  things  is  likely  to  continue  for  some  months. 

I  have  not  entered  the  public  service  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  my  connection  with  it  is  to  be  more  than 
temporary,  but  it  is  probable  that  it  will  somewhat  more 
than  cover  the  time  which  you  mention.
